The process dates 
In the United States from experiments 
made at: Minneapolis In 187S and 1ST!). 
In this process the millstones are re- 
placed by pairs of small horizontal roll- 
ers, the surfaces of parts of which arc 
traversed by small sharp grooves par- 
allel to the axis of the rollers.

pairs of rollers are arranged in sets of 
three, one above the other, with consid- 
erable intervals between, so that the 
heat produced by the slight crushing

be counteracted as the product

The dust, smut and rust which may

The 
separation of mustard and cockle and 
grass seed from the wheat may easily 
be effected by passing the mixed grains 
over inclined plates perforated with 
holes large enough for the smaller 
seeds to pass through, but not large 
enough for the wheat. The oat grain is 
separated by taking advantage of the 
elongated form. The mixed oat stud 
•wheat grains are discharged in a thin 
sheet upon an inclined thin iron plate 
perforated with round holes at inter- 
vals iiiceiy determined by experiment, 
abundantly large for the passage of 
both the oat and the wheat grains if 
presented end foremost perpendicular- 
ly to The plate. But as the plate is in- 
clined, each berry niust be tipped for- 
ward iu order TO enter a hole- An in- 
dividual hole is of such diameter That 
when The wheat gtaiii. sliding forward 
carries ITS center of s:ia\ity beyond the 
suppori of ihe upper edge of the hole, 
the forward end of the grain has not 
reached the lower edge, and thus the 
wheat falls Through. 
The oat grain, 


however, being longer, is supported by 
the forward edge of the hole until the 
forward end of the grain reaches the 
further edge, and thus the oat grain 
slides down the plate.
